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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claims 73-78 directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: these claims includes the new 
limitations which does not include the old limitation as stated by the applicant's response which 
filed on 12/6/07. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 73-78 withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

2. The reply filed on 12/06/07 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because: the 
applicant is subsequent presentation of claims for different invention for example a method and 
system as stated in the applicant's response; See 37 CFR 1.145. The new invention is similar to 
the invention, which the examiner is restricted on the first office action, which is mailed on 
12/28/04.
